WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  improvement  of  live-stock  in  the 
manner  herein  provided  ; **  * * * 

It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows  : — 

t.  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Bombay  Live-stock  Improvement  Act,  1933.  Short  title.
